The total 
estimated cost of the buildings now un- 
der construction, $11,000,000, u two 
thirds that of the building" ten years 
ago, due in part to greater cheapness in 
material and labor, but also to be at- 
tributed to the change in the character 
of the buildings themselves.

From that time until the 
26th of the following October it re- 
mained in and about New York; 159 
easts were reported, fifty-two of which 
proved fatal.

In the city there 
were only eleven deaths. The next and

the princi'pnl civilized nations of the 
caitb, the fjucstion may well be asked, 
Are wo in the midst oi a period-of po- 
litical rosction ? Russia has "-TClapsod 
into an iron absolutism, and the bayonet 
has taken the place of the civil law.— 
In Austria a coalition of Feudalists, 
Clericals and Bohemian Separatists has 
defeated the party which gave to the 
people of that Umpire representative 
rights, a lice prces and a responsible 
Ministry. 
In (lermany, Prince Bis- 


marck, who may bi; said to be hiunislf 
the (jovernmcnt, has abandoned the 
Liberals tod'-joined the Ultramontanes ; 
and for the sako of securing the means 
of increasing his already enormous 
'military force, ho seems ready to change 
his entire civil policy. In Italy the 
party which looks back with regret 
upon the times of the petty tyrannical 
Dukedoms and Principalities seem to 
bo growing in power. 
Spain some 


years ago shook off the llepubltc like 
an ill-fitting garment, and resumed the 
tinseled robes of monarchy. In Great 
Britain tho Ueaconsficld Government 
has tricked out tho Queen with the in- 
congruous title of 
Kmpress and has 


more than once violated the constitu- 
tional principle that makes the Ministry 
the servant of the Commons ^in all 
matters of national importance. Franco 
is the only conspicuous exception to the 
rule of reaction. 
Republican govern- 


ment is taking firmer root every day in 
that country, and is bearing fruits of 
contentment, education and progress.— 
On this side of the Atlantic wo have 
not been able to escape the retrograde 
movement. Our Congress has passed 
into the control of the party which op- 
posed the whole work of national unity, 
enfranchisement and equal rights, ac- 
complished at the cost of four years of 
war and four more of strenuous politi- 
cal effort. 
The party which sustained 


slavery, aided the rebellion, defended 
race distinctions and supported unequal 
suffrage, is now in possession of the law- 
making branch of the Government, and 
is planning to capture the Executive 
next year. 


At first glance all this looks discour- 


aging. But from a philosophic point of 
vTcw°the reaction appears only as a nec- 
essary feature of the law of progress. 
There is always a slipping back after an 
important advance, and the retrograde 
movement goi'S'tm until it awakens 
alarm and causes a fresh effort to res- 
cue society or government from its in- 
flnence. General Garfield once illastra-' 
ted the law of progress by a diagram 
showing a number of perpendicular 
lines connected by lines sloping down- 
ward. The perpendicular lines repre- 
sented the great efforts of humanity to 
reach a higher plane, and the descend- 
ing lines the falling away from the 
standards thus attained. 
The descent, 


however, never went to as low a level as 
the one from which the upward move- 
ment began, and each successive ad- 
vance reached a higher elevation than 
the one before it. 


If the civilized world is sliding down 


lull from the height of liberty, justice 
and nationality which it lately reached 
after such severe struggles, we may be 
sure that the movement will be sharply 
checked before long, and will be follow- 
ed by a fresh impulse of progress tbat 
will carry it up to a still loftier plane. 
Europe will not return to absolutism, 
nor will the destinies of America be 
long controlled by the men who sought 
to divide the country in order to per- 
petuate human slavery.

OBITUARY. 


A friend has presented us with a copy 


of the Rockford (111.) Gazette, contain- 
ing the announcement of the death of 
Miss Mary E. Baker, a lady who had 
masy friends in this city. She was a 
valued teacher in the Dccatur public 
schools, from 1863 to '67, when she form- 
ed a copartnership in the millinery busi- 
ness with Mrs. Van Doren, on Watcr-st. 
In 1868 she resumed her duties as a 
teacher in this city, and retired in March, 
1870. For a year or more she taught in 
the high school building, and her depart- 
ure from Decaturwas deeply regretted by 
all her acquaintances, who had learned to 
love her as a sister and a friend. The 
following is the extract referred to: 


BAKER.—July, 29, 1879, at Stillman 


Valley, Ogle county. 111., Miss Mary E. 
Baker, aged 43 years. 


Miss Baker was a native of Lockport, 


N. "¥., and with her parents removed to 
Illinois, about 24 years ago. She has been 
for the past 18 years actively engaged in 
teaching, to which profession she most 
earnestly devoted herself, till her health 
began to fail. 
She had gained a high 


reputation as a teacher among all those 
who were so fortunate as to come in con- 
tact with her. She taught successfully in 
Bloomington, Decatur and Chicago, 111., 
Emporia, Kan., and Raleigh, N. (J. She 
was well-known by many in our city, and 
spent many of her vacations with the 
family of Col. C. M. Brazce. About three 
years ago, she began to feel the effects of 
lung disease, induced by too close appli- 
cation to the school-roonl, and went to 
California, in hopes to be benefUted by a 
change of climate. But the hold of the 
disease had become too firm, and about 
five weeks ago'shc returned to the home 
of her brother, Luther Baker, Esq , at 
Stillman Valley, to receive the love and 
care of an aged mother, and other loving 
relations and friends, in the closing hours 
of her lire. She was a woman of great 
strength of character, an earnest Chris- 
tian, a Iovi«g child.tBislef, and friend.—
